GOP voters in Illinois 
remain split on gay 
marriage, poll shows

Heading into next month’s primary election, 
Republicans in Illinois are more unified on 
pocketbook concerns but remain divided on 
social issues—a split accentuated along geo- 
graphic and ideological lines. 

Republicans don’t agree on same-sex mar- 
riage. They don’t want the state’s temporary 
income-tax increase to continue next year, 
but are pessimistic that even electing a Re- 
publican governor will change that. They 
think home-state President Obama’s signa- 
ture health care law should be repealed and 
feel the minimum wage should stay the same. 

That picture of what it means to be an Illi- 
nois Republican in 2014 emerged in a Tribune/ 
WGN-TV telephone poll featuring live inter- 
views of 600 GOP voters from Feb. 5-8. 

The poll results illustrated one example 
of the ongoing split over social issues within 
Republican ranks: the state’s new same-sex 
marriage law, which was approved in Novem- 
ber with three supportive Republican House 
members. Two of them face conservative pri- 
mary challenges for re-election. The third, 
former House GOP leader Tom Cross, is run- 
ning for state treasurer with nominal opposi- 
tion in a low-key race.

The statewide Tribune poll showed that 
60 percent of Republican primary voters want 
to see the same-sex marriage law repealed. 
Another 34 percent said the law should be al- 
lowed to stand when it takes effect June 1. 

It’s a different picture in the six-county Chi- 
cago area. Republican voters in the city and sub- 
urbs are split, with 49 percent favoring repeal 


and 45 percent saying it should be left alone. 
GOP voters are more unified in saying the 
Democratic-passed state income tax increase 
should start to drop off as scheduled in Janu- 
ary 2015. If allowed to expire, the tax rollback 
will decrease state revenues by more than 
$4 billion—or more than ro percent of the 
state’s general revenue—at a time when IIli- 


nois government remains plagued by billions 
of dollars in unpaid bills and accumulated debt. 

Democratic Gov. Pat Quinn, who signed 
the tax hike into law and is seeking re-elec- 
tion, hasn’t said whether the increase should 
be extended and has delayed his annual bud- 
get message to lawmakers until after the pri- 
mary elections.

Discovery comes 8 days 
since U. of C. student 
had last used key card

A University or (Chicagn student was fine 
dead in his dorm room over the weekend, 
a discovery that came after complaints of a 
foul odor and one that shocked the campus 
community. 

Tt wasn’t clear when Nicholas Barnes, 20, 
died, police said, but his body was decompos- 
ing when found Saturday at the campus’s In- 
ternational House, and it had been eight days 
since he had last used his university key card to 
enter the residence hall. 

“Tt was just really surprising to me to think 
somebody on this campus could go unnoticed 
for so long,” said Tinley Melvin, 20, a junior 
from Toronto. “It’s everyone’s worst fear that 
they would be so anonymous.” 

An autopsy was performed Sunday, but 
toxicology testing is needed before a cause of 
death can be determined, the Cook County
